ANOTHER WRECK WILL BE BLOWN UP. 

The Norwegian bark Svyalen, which was 
wrecked some months ago near Jekyle, will 
be blown up tomorrow with dynamite by Cap- 
tain Johnson. 


THE COLLAPSED BUILDING 


Yields -Up a Large Number of Its Vic- 
tims. 


New York, August 23.—All night the 
search for the bodies of the unfortunates 
butied underneath the ruins of the ill-fated 
building on Park place, that collapsed yester- 
day, brought to light four more bodies. At 2 
o’clock this morning the body of a man, ap- 
parently about thirty years old, was found in 
the ruins near where the body of a boy haa 
been taken out twenty minutes before. At 
5:10 o’clock another body of a man, about 
five feet seven inches tall, was taken out. At 
6:25 o’clock the body of a young man, appar- 
ently about nineteen years old, was found. At 
9:30 o’clock the body of Andrew B. Peterson, 
twenty-two years old, son of the man who kept 
the restaurant on the ground floor, was taken 
out. This made fourteen bodies that had been 
recovered. At 10:35 o’clock two more bodies 
were discovered. 

The first removed was that of a man about 
thirty years old; the second, also that of a man, 
was burned beyond recognition. All day long 
there was a constant stream of visitors to the 
morgue. Some went from morbid curiosity, 
while others went there to see if any of the 
bodies taken from the ruing were 
those of relatives or friends. Most 
of the bodies have been identified, 
by their clothing or some other circumstance. 
One woman identified the charred remains of 
her son by fragments of his underclothing, 
which she had made for him. Nearly all of 
the identifications were of people known to 
have worked in the wrecked building, whose 
friends searched for them as soon asthe disas- 
ter became known. Large numbers of people 
are still missing, and not accounted for among 
the remains recovered, 

THE CAUSE OF THE DISASTER. 

One opinion very generally expressed is that 
there was no explosion, but that the build- 
ing simply collapsed from the great 
weight and jar of the machinery used 
in the printing and _ilithographing 
and other manufacturing establishments 
inj the upper stories of the buildings. One 
firm on the third floor is said to have had fifty 
tons of machinery, running at high speed day 
and night, for several weeks past. -One firm 
printing theater posters had nine presses, each 


weighing over two tons, going constantly, be- 
The. 


sides. an.extensive lithographing.. 
preponderence of evidence goes to show that 
the front wa!) was forced outwards and then 
the rest of the walang fell to the cellar, the 
heavy machinery ta ing is down at once. 
Fire broke out instant y from the resteu- 
rant kitchen fires, roken gas pipe, 
broken electric wires, etc. Quite a pumber 
of casualties were among people passing along 
the street. Mr, Barnett, the Johnson City, 
Pa., man, was one of these; also, two children 
killed and one injured, but taken out alive 
after being three hours under the debris. A 
great many people are turning up who escaped 
from the rear of the building by fire escapes, 
so that the probable number of deaths will not 
be so great as at first supposed. 

AT THE MORGUE. 

During the afternoon the crowd at the 
morgue increased, Three more bodies were 
identitied by friends. The scene at the ruins 
during the day from early in the morning un- 
ti) after dark was one neverto be furgotten, 
Thousands of people from all parts of the city 
and vicinity were there and they stood for 
hours at a time without being able to see any- 
thing except the backs of people in front of 
them. They filled all the eprroneye to the 
wrecked building,and Park place for’a consider- 
abie space wasalmost impassable. The street 
venders erected lemonade booths and apple 
and candy women dida thriving trade. All 
classes and conditions of people were in the 
throng, and the police reserves had hard work 
to prevent the fire linesfrom being broken 
into. Police Inspector Williams was in charge 
of the arrangements, and several fire engines 

ere kept busy at different times during the 
day throwing streams of wateronthe flames 
that broke out at irregular’ intervals 
at various places in, the ruins, Chief 
Reilly said that it was probable 
that the fire would continue to break 
out as the debris was removed. A gang of 
of fifty Italian laborers worked all day clear- 
ing away the debris. Great care had to be 
taken in clearing away the pile of bricks, 
stones and frame and iron work, all jumbled 
together in a confused mass, for fear of 
mangling the remains of the victims buried 
beneath. It will be several days and probably 
a week before the mass of ruins is removed. 
Coroner Haney, who will hold the inquest on 
the bodies of the victims recovered from the 
wreckage, says that it may be several 
weeks before the investigation will be held. 
He will then impanel a jury which will in- 
clude a number of expert builders, and every 
effort will be made to discover the true cause 
of the collapse of the building. Early to- 
night a storm came up, and for several hours 
the rain fellin torrents. The men employed 
in removing the debris ceased work, hut they 
will be at it again early tomorrow morning. 

Up toa late hour tonight seventeen bodies 
have been taken from the wreck and thirteen 
identified. wer 


OVERCOME BY THE SMOKE. 


A Fireman Died at His Post of Duty— 
#100,000 Damage Done, 

New Yorx, August 23.—A fire broke out 
early this morning in the five-story granite 
building, 431 Broadway, and caused $25,000 
damage to the stock of E. C. Harsman, impor- 
ter of toys, who ocoupied the first floor, and 
$75,000 damage to the stock of Ferris Bros., 
corset manufacturers, who occupied the second, 
third and fourth floors. The damage done to 
the building is estimated at $10,000, While 
the fire was in progress Assistant Foreman 
James H, White, of engine 27, was overcome 
by smoke on thesecond floor, He was 
by his comrades, but died before an ambulance 
arrived.

Harvest One of the Largest Ever

rice crop is now being harvested, and will be 
one of the largest ever grown in the state. The 
Mississippi Valley railroad will put on a daily 
rice train to convey the cereal to the city, and 
it is probable that the Southern Pacific will do 
the same, The greatest increase In the crop is 
along theline of the latter roadin western 
Louisiana. The western farmers who moved 
in there from Illinois, Iowa, Nebraska, 
etc, a few years ages began ex- 
perimenting with rice, @md soon found 
that they could produce it (more cheaply and 
abundantly on the prairies than on the rich 
alluvial lands of the Missi§sippi. They have 
quadrupled their crop every year since, until 
they now promise to exce@d any other portion 
of the state. They use, the most improved 
agricultural machinery, and held a grand rice 
festivalin Jeanette phis week on the arrival 
of an entire train ldad of reapers from Chi- 
cago for the purpose; of harvesting the crop. 

The success of the western, or, as it is usu- 
ally called, the Iowa colony, in Lonisiana, be- 
cause the first comers were mainly from Iowa, 
has been phenomenal, and new immigrants 
are coming in every year. Inw@yiew of this 
fact Louisiana has deeided to send an exhibit 
to the Sioux City, Ia., exposition this fall, in- 
tended especially to show what western far- 
mers can do in the south. 


DEATH TRAPS IN NEW ORLEANS. 


The Railroad Trains Causes of Great 
Danger. 

New Onreans, La., August 23.—[{Special.] 
Mr, J. L. Mays was run over and instantly 
killed this week by an engine of the Mississippi 
Valley railroad at the Madison street crossing 
in the rear of the city.

years’ patient experimenting, in produging a 
new variety of lintless:cotton, which promises 


My. Ferguson exhibited a stalk of his new 
variety yesterday. . It contajned about thirty 
bolls, each completely filled with large seed, 
which, when ripe, are black, resembling much 
in appearance the seed of seaisiand cotton. 
The seed produce themselves every year. Mr. 
Ferguson has taken much pains to perfect the 
variety, and this yearhe will have enough 


yield of average land with moderate cultiva- 
tion, is 400 bushels to the acre. It is as easily 
gathered as the ordinary cotton, but must be 
gathered just asthe bolls crack, else the seed 
will drop out. a 
Four hundred bushels of seed to the acre is 
equal to several sacks of guano as a fertilizer, 
And the cost of raising 400 bushels is nothing 
in comparison with the cost of commercial 
fertilizers.

THE CLOUDS BURST 


And Flood the City of Pottseville—Great 
Damage Done. 

Porrsvitie, Pa., August 23.—A fearful 
cloudburst broke over Pottsville this afternoon, 
and the water poured down in torrents for an 
hour, The thunder and lightning were awful, 
the latter doing considerable damage. Three 
houses were struck, and in one house the stove 
was overthrown and set fire to the house. 
The flames were extinguished without much 
trouble,.

After Twenty-eight Years of Pastoral 
Service, the Reverend Gentleman 


Asks for Kest. 

Macon, Ga, August 23.—[{Special.J—The 
Baptists of Macon are grieving todaY. 

The resignation of Dr. Warren his caused 
the truest regret, and probably no occurrence 
ofasimilar nature has been so universally 
discussed and so thoroughly deplored. 

Yet, withal, the people seem to recognize 
the wisdom of his action, and the circum- 
stances which make it necessary. . 

Dr. Warren, {just before beginning 
his sermon, requested the congregation 
to remain after services, as a {matter of 
importance to the church was to be brought 
up. He preached an unusually forcible and 
pathetic sermon, which was listened to with 
the most intense interest and appreciation, 
but few there were present who could under- 
stand why this sermon of all others impressed 
them so strangely. Those who had read Tux 
ConstTITUTION knew, but with the others the 
fact that they were to losea pastor who had 
spent so many years in their service was a 
thing never thought of. . 

At the conclusion of the sermon Mr. C. B. 
Willingham rose and read to the congregation 
Dr. Warren’s resignation, which was ex- 
pressed in words of tender love and sadness. 

It would be impossible to por- 
tray the surprise and regret pictured 
upon the faces of the congregation, members 
and non-members of the church. 

After thé resignation was read. Dr. Warren 
stepped forward, and in a few words explained 
to the church how such an action on his part 
was made necessary, and said he hoped the 
church would not fail to accept the 
resignation. It was tendered, he said, 
with the sincerest feeling and with the most 
loving impulses. He had tendered it for the 
good of the church and for his own good. Old 
age was fast telling on him, and he could live 
but a short time at the longest. He was not 
Strong in body, and was physically unable to 
attend to the duties which so large 
@ church would impose upon him. 
He said he thoughtthe church needed and 
demanded a younger man, and for the welfare 
of the church he had sf&crificed his own inter- 
est and ambition. He had long been honored 


. with its esteem and love and support, but he 


was willing to give up its leadership when he 
saw he wasunable todevote toitall that it 
must have. Tears were brought to 
the eyes of many, and the reverend gentleman 
seemed himself deeply moved. When he had 
concluded his remarks, he walked down from 
the pulpit and, with his family, left the 
church. It was an impressive scene. 

Immediately the church took under consider- 
ation the resignation. 

And here was evinced a love and loyalty 
seldom witnessed. 

Mr. C. B. Willingham arose and stated that 
the man who had just left the door was one 
who Lai spent the best portion of a lifetime in 
the service of the First Baptist church of 
Macon. His work needed not to be commented 
upon, and his grand degds needed not to be 
repeated. 3 

He said the church owed it to that man and 
to itself to show its appreciation. He 
wanted to Bee the church keep him 
through his life time. He recognized the 
reasons for his resignation and he approved 
them, though regretting the necessity. He 
could see no other wav than for the church to 
accept it, but he hoped in doing so it would 
determine to retain the old man inits service 
at a proper salary and allow him to diein the 
love and service of the church he 
had gerved so long and faithfully. He sug- 
gested that Dr. Warren be retained as the fa- 
therly shepherd of the flock, and consult his 
own pleasure in his future work, for the 
church. He hoped whatever pastor might be 
called would recognize him as such, and that 
the combined efforts of the two would redown 
to the good of thechurch. This was clearly 
the sense of the whole church, and but 
for the necessity of acting regularly 
and at the proper time, no 
doubt Mr. Willingham’s suggestion would 
have been carried out then and there. As it 
was, action was deferred until.the regular 
conference two weeks from today. There is 
some talk of calling Rev. Robert Willingham, 
of Chattanooga, but this feeling has taken no® 
definite shape. 

Clear it is that Dr. Warren’s resignation 
has been the saddest thing in the history of 
the church.

In a 
short time after, the old merchant, who had 
been a good while shaky in his limbs, and who 
had poor spells, is called to leave the world, 
and one morning after he had read the twenty- 
third psalm about “The Lord is my Shep- 
herd,’’ he closes his eyes on the world, and an 
angel who had been for many years appointed 
to watch the old man’s dwelling, cries upward 
the news that the patriarch’s spirit is about as- 
cending. And the twelve angels who keep 
the twelve gates of heaven, unite in crying 
down to this approaching spirit of the old 
man: ‘Come in and welcome, forit has been 
told all over these celestial lands that you 
saved a man.” : 

There sometimes come exigencies in the 
role ofa woman. One morning a few years 
agoI saw in the newspaper that there 
was a young woman in New York, whose 
pocketbook containing $37.33 had been stolen, 
and she had been left without a penny at the 
beginning of winter, ina strange city, and no 
work. And although she was a stranger, I 
did not allow the 9 o'clock mail to leave the 
lamp-Bost on our corner, without carry- 
ing the $37.33; and the case was proved 
genuine.

money and without home and without work 
in the great maelstroms of metropolitan life. 
When sach a case comes under your observa- 
tion, how do you treatit? ‘‘Get out of my 
way, we have no room in our establishment 
for any more hands. I don’t believe in wo- 
men, anyway, they are a lazy, idle, worthless 
set. John, please show this person out of she 
door.””’ Or do you compliment her per- 
sonal appearance, and say things to 
her which if any man said to your sister or 
daughter you would kill him on the spot? 
That is one way, and it is tried every day in 
the large cities, and many of those who ad- 
vertise for female hands in factories and for 
governesses in families, have proved them- 
selves unfit to be in any place outside of hell. 
But there is another way, and I saw it one 
day in the {Methodist book concern in New 
York, where a young woman applied for work 
and the gentleman in tone and manner said in 
substance: ‘‘My daughter, we employ women 
here, but I do not know of any vacant place 
in our department. You had better inquire at 
such and such a place, and I hope you will be

ismy name and tell them I sent you.’”? The 
embarrassed and humiliated woman‘seemed to 
give way to Christian contidence. She started 
out with a hopeful look that I think must 
have wou for her a placé in which to 
earn her bread. I rather think that con- 
siderate and Christian gentleman § saved 
a woman. New York and _ Brooklyn 
ground up last year about thirty thousand 
young women, and would like to grind up 
about as many this year. Outof all that long 
procession of women who march on with no 
hope for this world orthe next, battered and 
bruised and scoffed at,and flung off the 
precipice, not one but might have been saved 
for home and God and heaven. But good 
men and good women are not in that kind of 
business. Alas for that poor thing! nothing 
but the thread of that sewing giri’s needle held 
her, and the thread broke. 

I have heard men tell in public discourse 
what a man is; but what isa woman? Until 
some one shall give a better definition, I will 
tell you what womanis. Direct from God, a 
sacred and delicate gift, with affections so 
great that no measuring line short of that of the 
infinite God can tell their bound. Fashion. 
ed to refine and soothe and lift and irridate 
home and society and the world. Of such 
value that no one can appreciate it, unless his 
mother lived long enough to let him under- 
stand it, or who in tome great crisis of life, 
when all else failed him, had a wife to re- 
inforce him with a faith in God that nothing 


could disturb. Speak out, ye cradles, and tell 


of the feet that rocked you and the anxious 
faces that hovered over you! Speak out, ye 
nurseries of all christendom, and ye homes, 
whether desolate or still in full bloom with 
the faces of wife, mother and daughter, and 
help me to define what womanis.

Now I should not wonder if you trembled a 
little with a sense of responsibility when I say 
there is hardly a, person in this house but 
may have an opportunity to save a woman. It 
may in your case be done by good advice, or 
by financial help, or by trying to bring to bear 
some one of a thousand Christian influences. If, 
for instance, you find a woman in financial 
distress and breaking down in health and spir- 
its trying to support her children, now that 
her husband is dead or an invalid, doing that 
very important and honorable work—but 
which is little appreciated—keeping a board- 
ing house, where all thejguests, according as 
they pay small board, or propose, without 
paying any board at all, to decamp, are 
critical of everything and hard to please, 
busy yourselves in trying to get her more

Yee, if yon see 2 woman favored of fortune 
and with all kindly surroundings, finding in

Shall those lips be the throne of blas- 
phemy or benediction? Come, chronologists, 
and calculate decades on decades, the centu- 
‘ries on centuries, of its lifetime.

But what are you going to do with those 
children, who are worse off than if their father 
and mother had died the day they were born?

“Honest Money.” ,' 

When the money sharks are invited to 
meet and auswer the facts that are put for- 
ward in favor of the remonetization of sil- 
ver, their stereotyped reply is, ‘‘We want 
honest money.” This is also the demand 
of all the people. Everybody wants honest 
money; no other kind is worth working for, 
or worth having. When the money sharks 
and the goldolators are asked, ‘‘What is 
honest money?’ they say that honest 
money is money that does not fluctuate in 
value, and that gold is the only money 
metal that fills the bill. 

The Boston Globe, which sees through 
thesham arguments of the monometallists, 
makes a very apt reply to this. The Globe 
points out that Professor Jevens, who is an 
authority on economie statistics, declares 
that the value of gold fell 46 per cent be- 
tween 1789 and 1809, while from 1809 to 


twenty years following 1849, it fell at.least

tion record of silver, so that if stability of 
value is worth anything, silver is -honester 
money than gold. Money that is too high 
is as dishonest as money that is too cheap. 
The dishonest men who aided in demonetiz- 
ing silver and in whose interests it was 
demonetized, are the very men who are now 
talking about ‘‘hones® money.”’

Mr. Ingalls on the South, 
Mr. Ingalls has favored the readers of The 


the south gathered during his recent trip to 
Georgia. 

The ex-senator thinks that the war and 
the negro are uppermost in the minds of our 
people. He found the confederate veterans 
organizing in every state. To him it seemed 
that the people are more familiar with the 
starsand bars than with the stars and 
stripes. He found no enthusiasm for the 
union, and saw on every hand statues perpet- 
uating the deeds of those who fought for 
the confederacy. To the Kansas statesman 
the situation is natural, but deplorable all 
the same, and he thinks that it will take a 
great national crisis like a foreign war to 
reunite the sections and make patriotism 
supreme, 

Mr. Ingalls found the negro absolutely 
eliminated as a political factor. The Anglo- 
Saxon has resumed his functions, ang with- 
out force or unkindness the negro has gone 
to the wall. -Education has not benefited 
the blacks in all respects. It has multiplied 
their wants and ambitions, without increas- 
ing their opportunities. Our critic says: 

Remembering how the north has dealt with the 
Indians and with the Chinese, it is not improba- 
ble that under the same circumstances existing as 
at the south, we should do as they have done, and 
as they are doing. It cannot be denied that the 
north has become apathetic and indifferent, and 
that the appeal for justice to the negro fails upon 
ears that are deaf. For this cause th® election bill 
at the last congress was consigned to the limbo of 
departed spirits. 

This, however, does not avert the danger. Suff 
rage suppressed, corrupted, or adulterated, is a 
fatal disease to the republic. A government 
based upon political equality and the rule of the 
majority, in which upon any pretext the right to 
vote is habitually exercised only by the minority, 
is a pyramid standing upon ,its apex instead of 
its base. Itisin a,ycondition of unstable equi- 
librium. Sometimé@ it must fall, and great will be 
the fall thereof. 

If Mr. Ingalls makes any protest against 
these conditions it is an exceedingly mild 
one. He appears to regard the situation as 
natural and inevitable. Upon the whole, 
he is not disposed to kick very vigorously, 
Perhaps it does not need to be said that he 
has mistaken the attitude of our people 
toward the union. There is no section 
more loyal than the south+—-none more de- 
voted to law and order—none in which all 
classes and races are more equal in the eye 
of the law. But it requires something more 
than a flying trip for a stranger to find out 
all these things.

sion. It is a condition of your being. Salvation is 
deliverance from prejudice,deliverance from error, 
deliverance from the love and power of sin and is 
freedom of soul, as God Himseif is free. When a 
man is saved he thinks like God thinks and the 
thingsin which he delights are the things in 
which God Himself would take pleasure. Salva- 
tion, I repeat, is a possession—a condition of a 
man’smind. The mind is the standard of 
the man. No man rises above his intellectual 
conception.

The 
coming year’s work is outlined, and ways of 
conducting analysis and attaining 
ends are decided upon. Thus 
the experience of cach member is taken, and 
as all are capable, educated men, with the 
best of experience and continually acquiring 
more, an invaluable stock of information is 
gained. 

The excellence of the methods employed in 
agricultural chemistry is shown by the fact 
that they have been adopted all over the world 
as the best in existence. 

Dr. Payne says that the last. meeting was a 
splendid one, and gives some information 
gleaned there that will interest all Georgians. 

“Do you know,” said he, “that Georgia 
uses more fertilizers than any state in the 
union ? 

‘Its a fact, and one that will doubtless sur- 
prise most people,as it certainly did me. I 
had an idea that many other states used more, 
bust I found that none equalled Georyia. - In- 
cluding New York City and the great amount 
of fertilizer made there, the amonnt of fer- 
tilizers oxamined in New York is only two- 
thirds of that in Georgia. 

‘*We also have in Georgia two of the largest 
fertilizer manufactories in the entire world. I 
am sure that the capacity of the Georgia 
Chemical Company of Augusta is not sur- 
passed by any factory, and I don’t believe it’s 
equalled. 

‘To show you how —— has been the in- 
crease in the use of fertilizers, this company 
will inake 50,000 tons this year, whereas in 
1874-75 Georgia only used 48,648 tons.

We have in our midst enough resources to 
supply us all and sufficient to care for the 
many who live here for an incalculable time to 
come. With al) that, however, there are some 
who are complaining of starvation. It is duo 
either to their own idleness or else they are 
deprived of food by robbery. Think of it, 
30,000 people possess one-half of the wealch of 
this country.

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GENERAL GORDON H4s 4 WORD 
TO SAY TO THE VETERANS. 


The Home Will Relieve a Class of Distress 
Which Cannot Be Reached Other- 
wise—A Practical View. 


The veterans’ home bill comes up tomorrow, 
and the state will have an opportunity such as 
it never had before and will not be likely to 
have again. 

General Gordon was a liberal contributor to 
the Confederate Veterans’ Home fund when it 
was subscribed two years ago, and it is natural 
that he should*takp an interest in the action of 
the house tomorrow_upon the bill which pro- 
vides for the acceptance of the home by the 
state. 

“T am heartily in favor of that measure,” 
said the senator, when the subject was men- 
tioned. ** While itis true that some old soldiers, 
on: account of their families, will be 
prevented from availing themselves 
of the relief offered by the home, 
it is also true that there are others who have 
no families, and the opening of the home to 
this class will be a blessing to them. Many 
of them are in the depths of poverty, and, by 
reason of age or infirmity, incapacitated to 
earn a living. With no children to depend 
upon, their lot is indeed a hard one, and for 
this class the veterans’ home offers relief in 
the best way. The fact that others cannot 
take advantage of it should not prevept 
us from giving it to these. For the other 
classes, we will provide some other method of 
relief. The state has already been helping them 
and will continue todoso. The pensioning ef 
soldiers, like other legislation, ‘grows and per- 
fects itself with time. I remember that when 
I firstcameinto the executive office there 
were many distressing cases whigh just missed 
the provisions of the law. They could not le- 
gally be pensioned, though #hey were a thou- 
sand times more deserving than some that did 
come within the provisions of the act. The 
law was modified to meetsuch cases, and in 
this way experience has improted our legisla- 
tion on this subject. Sofar 1s the expense is 
concerned, that is trifling. There isnot a man 
in the state who would feel it in thestax he” 
pays.” 

Mr. W. H. Harrison, who was present, 
remarked that he had figured out the propor- 
tion of the expense which would have to be 
borne by Webster county and it was just $21. 

Then he related an incident, which shows 
what kind of people this home would relieve: 

“There is an old, one-legged confederate 
who comes here to draw his $100. One day I 
asked him what he was going to do with the 
inoney. ‘I am going out here on Decatur 
street and buy me some goods and sell them 
out. I will support myself as long as I can 
that way, and then I will go back to 
the poorhouse and stay until I get 
another pension.’ There he was, 
hobbling about on a wooden leg, peddling 
goods, to keep out of the poorhouse as long as 
possible, but compelled, in spite of his exer- 
tions, to stay there.a part of the time. That 
man would go to the Confederate Veterans’ 
Home. There area good many old veterans 
who get no pension who could get into the 
home. They are old, infirm, unable to make 
a living, and utterly forlorn. Yet under the 
law they cannot draw a pension. It is for 
such cases as these that the home would be a 
blessing.” s
